The  thirty-four  houses  demolished  formed  part  of  clearance 
areas  and  properties  on  'which  demolition  ord_ers  had  boon  made  prior 
to  the  war.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  every  occupier  has 
boon  rehoused  from,  unfit  properties  officially  dealt  v,rith  by  the 
Council.  There  remain  in  various  parts  of  the  area  oighty-two 
v-acatod  cond.onnod  houses.  The  groat  majority  of  those  are  in 
ruinous  state,  and.  their  complete  clearance  would  make  a very 
gi'  o a t imp  r o V cm  o n t • 

Oycrcror^ding ,

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During  the  year  under  review,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  Cowsheds  and  dairies » Approximately 
one  in  three  producers  have  been  granted  licences  under  the  Milk 
Designation  Order  1936,  Alterations  and  improvements  were  carried 
out  at  Tovmhoad  ^arr.i,  Broomh.ill  Glebe  Farm,  Broomhill  Farm,  Low 
Bradley  Farm  and  -^^gg  ^arm*  The  occupier  of  the  last  named  premises 
was  ''ranted  a licence  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  being  the 
first  in  -your  Council's  area  to  reach  this  stage#  A producer  of 
similar  milk  from  an  adjoining  area  retails  in  'bhe  district » There 
is  in  addition  one  supplementary  licence  in  force  for  the 
distribution  of  Pasteurised  milk  and  two  Dealer's  licences  to  sell 
similar  milk#  Five  samples  were  taken  for  an? lysis,  tv/o  of  v/hich 
Y/oro  unsatisfactory.  The  results  were  discussed  Y/i-fch  the  producers 
concerned  and  instructions  given  regarding  the  phases  of  the  v/ork 
requiring  special  attention.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases, 

There  were  543  notif icat^.ons  of  Infectious  Diseases  (other 
than  Tuberculosis)  compared,  vfith  551  in  1942*  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  again  prevalent  and  accoiinted  for  363  cases  of  the  543. 
Compared  v/ith  the  total  of  1,586  notifications  in  1940 j,  we  can  be 
satisfied  with  such  low  returns  in  the  fifth  year  of  war.  The'

Scarlet  -Fever.  There  was  a doclino  in  cases  compared  with  1942,  62 
cases  against  83.  The  type  of  disease  was  mild  and  generally  free 
from  complications.  There  wore  no  deaths.  About  31)C  of  tho  cases 
wore  successfully  treated  at  home  with  no  ill  effects  and  "return^' 
cases  were  absent. 

Diphtheria.  . There  v/ere  29  cases  notified,  seven  of  these  were 
non-residents.  Of  the  22  residents  contracting  this  ct-iseasG,  .five 
v/ere  adults  and  17  were  children  under  15  years  of  age,  3 o.f  whom 
wore  iraraunlsed  and  14  non-imirmlsod , There  laerc  2 deaths,  both  in 
non-imr.iunised'  children.  The  effect  of  the  irnmamisation  ccTfipa.ign  is 
nov7  bocoming  apparent.  The  ,f ollo’.nng  fi.gures  ill.lustrato  the  ca.ses 
and  deaths  since  1927  in  the  areas  not  constituting  Gonsett  Urban 
District.  Those  prior  to  1957  are  composito  figures  based,  on  tho 
rioparato  districts  concerned  as  far  as  available  records  permit.

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign,  The  results  of  the  advertising 
campaign  - through  press,  cinema,  leaflets  etc*  were  good  and  a 
further  1,098  children  under  ITj  years  of  a.go  received  tvro  injections 
of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  during  1943,  6i9  of  those  were  under  5 
years  of  age  and  479  between  5 and  15  years  of  ago.  The  whole 
register  of  immunisod  children  v/as  revised  to  Juno  30th  1944  by 
removing  childrens  names  who  had  attained  15  years  of  age  and  over 
and.  trans.f erring  those  ¥/ho  had  become  5 + years  to  their  proper  ago 
group.
